THE MASSACRE AVENGED. 

On BOARD H. M. S. INVINCIBLE, ALEXAN- 
DRIA, 7 P.M., July 13.—Col. Long, the African 
explorer, now acting American Consul at 
Alexandria, and a party of men entered the 
city this afternoon. He was followed by a 
battery of Gatlings which engaged the 
rear guard of the army of Arb, 
who had fled to Kafr el Dowar on the line of 
railroad to Cairo. The massacre of the 11th 
of June was fearfully avenged upon the Arab 
batteries by the Inflexible’s eighty-one ton 
guns. 

FIFTEEN HUNDRED ARABS ARE DBAD, 
and 2,000 wounded. Stone Pasha casts his 
fortunes with the Khedive. The soldiery 
attempted to kill Tewfik, who, sur- 
rounded by some faithful friends, 
fled to Ramleh. At this hour he and Dervish 
are being taken on board the abandoned 
Egyptian man-of-war, escorted by English 
officers and the Egyptians who are faithful. 
When Col. Long entered the Prefect 
of Police was very much frightened 
and sought his protection. Long saved him 
FROM THE FURY OF THE ENGLISH SOLDIERS, 
who were maddened at the recollection of the 
massacres of the llth of June. There has 
been great loss of property. The English, 
American, French, Italian and Austrian Con- 
sulates were burned. Arabi will probably fly 
to Upper Egypt. 

A New York Herald’s special from Alex- 
andria says Col. Long and party entered the 
town this morning. They were told that the 
town was in the hands of the Bedouins and 
that the European quarter bad been fired. 
They proceeded up the harbor to the place 
and discovered the whole central and Euro- 
pean portion of the city in flames. 

A WING OF THE PALACE 
was badly damaged by shelis, and the neigh- 
boring buildings in the Arab quarter badly 
injured, but not altogether burned down. 
All the European streets leading from the 
Grand Square were burning. It is estimated 
the fire covered a mille in area. The Be- 
douins entered the city last night 

SACKED IT AND SET IT ON FIRE. 

The natives were nowhere to be seen. We 
were told they had fled toward the canal. 
Egyptian soldiers in considerable force are in 
the neighborhood of Mohurrun Bay and the 
outer parts of the city and suburbs. The 
soldiers 10 their retreat did 
nothing to check the conflagra- 
tion. The sacking wae left to 
the Bedouins to do what they pleased. The 
firm opinion is the whole European quarter 
was doomed to destruction and no soul is 
trying to arrest the career of devastation.

The English and French consulates 
were burned to the ground.

SITUATION AT PORT SAID.

A Description of the Luxurious City 
Betore the Bombardment. 


Alexandria is one of the most picturesque, 
mongrel cities in Egypt, and, for that matter, 
in the world. Cairo is more thoroughly 
Oriental in character, but Alexandria u 
unique in its cosmopolitan appearance. It is 
an odd mixture of Europe, Asia and Africa, 
The Greek jostles in the streets against the 
lineal descendant of the people who lived in 
the land away back in the time of the Phar- 
raghs; the Armenian and the Arab move 
along shoulder to shoulder with the Part- 
ian, Londoner or New Yorker; sunburn 
Maltese and Italians at their shop doo 
smoking their cigars and bidding for the cus 


tom ofthe tmcongruous crowd that slowly 
swept along, and the Egyptiad on Dur 
dragoman is everywhere volubly attempting 
to get the unwary stranger to enllst bis 
services. Alexandria, indeed, isa Mosaic of 
the Old World east and west, which fate bas 
pieced together and whimsicaily set down by 
the side of the Lake Mareotis and the westerns 
arm of the Nile deita. When approached 
from the Mediterranean the city wears an u- 
significant enough appearance. The land ii 
so low that Alexandre Dumas, speak 
contemptuously of the Fort Bonap | 
affirmed that allthe French engineers had 
ao was to throw together a few spadesful 
earth, surmount the small heap witha ba 
tery, and presto! the city had to surrender 
discretion.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


bout the Construction and Working 
2 of the Real Bone of Contention. 


The isthmus canal, the work of M. de Les- 
seps, now a leading cause of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian-embroilment, was begun in 1859. and 
opened to ships on November 17, 1869, in 
presence of the Empress Eugenie and the 
representatives of other sovereign Powers. 
The idea of the canal was nota new one. 
Sesostris Pharaoh Necho, the Romans and 
the Arabians always entertained it. Their 
plan was simply to unite the Nile and the 
Red Sea, the Mediterranean route being un- 
thought of. In 1799 the line across the 
isthmus was surveyed by Napoleon I., but 
the! engineer, La Pere, having reported a dif- 
ference in the level between the two seas, the 
project fell through, and was not revived till 


M. Ferdinand de Lesseps took it 
up, and, undaunted by all adverse criti- 
cisms, obtained a permit from Said Pasha to 
begin oper, tons. A company—La Campag- 

nie Univer elie—was formed in 1859 with a 

capital of £8,000,000—200, 000,000 francs—ulti- 

mately increased to £18,000,000—450,000,000 
francs. The Mediterranean debouchment 

was at Port Said, then a miserable Arab vil- 

lage, builtin a dreary, arid waste. The ter- 

mination of the canal is at Suez, Red Sea, 
twenty years ago a most miserable place, but 
now a prosperous and populous seaport town 

with more than 5,000 inbabitants. The 
length of the canal is 96 miles; its breadth at 
the top from about 200 to 325 feet, at the bot- 
tom 72 feet, and its depth 26 feet; the banks 
sloping upward inthe proportion of from 2 
feat to 1 foot, up to within 5 feet of the sur- 
face, and thence as 5 to 1, the latter slope al- 
lowing the waves of passing vessels as they 
are towed, or as they steam along at the rate 
of about six miles an hour, to break on the 
banks as smoothly as on asea beacn. 

The engineering difficulties encountered 
were not few. The excavations on the canal 
amounted to 100,000,000 cubie yards. These 
were chiefly made by the ald of steam dredges 
of peculiar construction, some of which were 
75 horse-power, 110 feet in length, and cost 

20,000 each. For the greater part of the dis- 
tance the dredgings were through a treacher- 
ous, dry, sandy plain; in some sections, as at 

El Guisr, about one-quarter of the distance 
eastward, the cuttings were over 80 feet 
through rock of peculiarly bard texture. The 
solid embankments a'e from 5 to 60 feet in 
thickness. At Port Said have been con- 
structed two enormous jetties, which 
extend 6.940 feet, and 6,020 feet 
into the Mediterranean, and in- 
close a harbor of about 450 acres in area, 
with a depth in the ship channel of from 
twenty-five to twenty-eightfeet. In the con- 
struction of these jetties huge blocks of con- 
crete were used, weighing twenty-two tons 
each. Atthe Suez end docks on a propor- 
tionately large scale, sufficient to float frigates, 
have been built. About half way across the 
canal is a completely new town, Ismailia, at 
the head of Lake Timsah, on the other side of 
the bunk being the Khedive’a chalet. About 

thirty miles above Suez is the Bitter Lake, a 

sheet of water some twelve miles long from 

east to west, from whose eastern limit to 

Suez the canal runs in àa northwesterly 

direction to the end of the old canal at 

Gassaleen, the fresh-water canal, thirty miles 

long and sixty feet deep, which was necessary 

for supplying the workmen who built the 

ship-cana!. ibis was finished in 1861, at a 
cost of £28,000. From Ismailia to Suez,a dis- 
tance of fifty miles, are pumped daily througb 
iron pipes,55,000 cubic feet of water. The dis - 
tance saved by the canai in the journey to In- 
dia is nearly haif that by the Cape of Good 
Hope—that is to say, whiie from the English 
Channel to Point de Galle, in Ceylon, by the 
latter latter route was 11,650 miles, by the 
Suez Canal it is 6,516 miles, the only addition 
to the passenger fares being Ss. 6d. a head, 
and the game amount per ton for freight. 

The traffic through tbe canal since the 
opening in 1869, on which occasion 130 vessels 
parsed through free of toll, bas vastly in- 
erased. In 1870, up to July 21, 402 ships had 
made use of it, of which only 12 were sailing 
vessels, and by tbe end of the last year 496 
ships had traversed its course, with a gross 
tonnage of 486,000 tons; in 1879 the number 
of vessels Was 1,477,;with 3,236,000 tons; in 
JS80 the number was 2,727 vesseis, and 5,794,- 
(%% tons, 79 per cent of which flew the British 
flag. 

England’s stake in the canal, besides its 
importance tober as a route to India and 
Australasia, is no smeli one, when it is re- 
membered that in November, 1875, Mr, Dis- 
raeli, onthe part of tbe Government, ac- 
quired by purchase shares to the amount of 
$4,000,000, Now, though the dividend on 
the total! receipts of $2,187,048 (after deduct- 
ing working expenses, interest, redemption 
of obligations, providing ö per cent on the 
statutory reserve, leaving a net profit of 
$987,121) is 5 per cent per share, England re- 
ceives nothing from the earnings up to 1894; 
but she receives from the Khedive 5 
per cent on the purchase money of 
her shares. She bas nominated three compe- 
tent men on the directorate, and has a thor- 
oughly controlling interest. Of these members, 
two watch all financial matters and attend the 
monthly meetings of the beard; the third isa 
resident director and a member of the man- 
aging committee. These gentlemen report 
constantiy to her Majesty’s Government aill 
matters affecting either the financiai or the 
general interests of England. They 
have great weight upon the board, and 
are treated with uniform consideration by the 
other directors. They report that the traffic 
can and will easily be, doubled, and toward 
bringing this about the board requests from 
the shareholders the necessary powers to en- 
able them to realize at more frequent inter- 
vals successive issues of obligations to extend 
over a period of tweaty-seven years. To 
show the importance which others attached 
to England’s interest in the canal may be 
quoted a dispatch of Mr. Barthelemy St. Hi- 
laire, who said that England furnished nearly 
al the custom, and that the canal was the in- 
dispensable route which placed her in com- 
munication with that incomparable colony of 
33 subjects which she possessed in 
ndia,

DETROIT, Mic#., July 14.—Without an 
exception worthy of notice all the reports 
relative to the wheat cropin Michigan now 
about to be harvested are of the most glow- 
ing description. The weather of the past 
week or ten days could not have been 
more favorable for maturing and ripening the 
cereals. It has been cool and much of the 
time pleasant, with fresb breezes frequently 

revalent. he heads are large and well 

lied. The berry has matured and ripened 
without the least signs of shrinkage and is as 
full, round and plump as possible. The crop 
isnow beyond danger except from a wet 
harvest, and to reduce that danger to a mini- 
mum the farmers have fully prepared them- 
selves for the quick gathering and securing 
of their crops. Reports from all the lines 
along the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
and Micnigan Central Railroads 
show that the  flelds are steadily 
ripening and that by Monday nex}, with good 
weather, the barvest will be very general. Al- 
ready in the southwestern counties of the 
State work of that description has com- 
menced, and over quite a large sec- 
tion more or less wheat has been 
cut. A member ofthe Board of Trade who 
yesterday took a trip on the Detroit and 
Grand Haven Railroad for 100 miles out re- 
ports that be did not see one 
piece of poor wheat, and that 
on the higher and warmer ground wheat 
will be ready to cut by the middle or last of 
next week. With good weather for the next 
three weeks, as fine and probably 
the largest crop of Wheat ever 
harvestedin Michigan will be secured.

A GRACIOUS GOVERNOR. 


Crittenden’s Wholesale Remittal of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Penalties. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 14.—At the last term 
of the Buchanan Circuit Court the liquor deal- 
ers Of St. Joseph were indicted and convicted 
for failure to comply with section 1605 of the 
Revised Statutes and were each fined one 
dollar and costs. Application was made to the 
Governor for a remitter, which he has ordered 
in the cases against the following named par 
ties: Henry Nunning, Abram Furst, Ernst 
Halting, John Kueffer, John J. Reem, Gustav 
Andriano, Edwaro Kuechle, Harry Keene, 
Samuel Westheimer, Samuel J. Smith, Philip 
Slattery, Ferdinand Westheimer, M. K. Goetz, 
W. L. Byrne, John Jester, Wm. Duenke, Wm. 
Rosinand and Louis Fuelting. The 


Governor orders these remitters on the recom- 
mendation of Judge 8. H. Woodson, before 
whom the cases were tried, and Hop. O. M. 
Spencer, the Prosecuting Attorney of that 
county. Theircrime being a mere oversight 
or technical violation of the law, ana taking 
into consideration the heavy costs which they 
would all have to pay, the Governor, thinking 
the costs a sufficient punishment, ordered the 
remitters.

So Says the Committee of Arbitration on 

the Summer Squeeze, 


At last the arbitration committee on the 
June wheat squeeze has reached the end of its 
labors, fixing $1 18% as the settling price be- 
tween the shorts“ and the ‘‘iongs.’’ The 
committee went into secret session at a little 
after llo’clock this morning and remained 
with closed doors until after noon. Shorts, 
perturbed bv a fear of the result, gathered in 
the seeretary's office and gazed wistfully at 
the door of the directors“ rooms, where 
the three gentlemen of the committee 
were inclosed. Occasionally rumors would 


come out ot the board room mysteriously to 
the effect thatthe decision was $1 20, then 51 25, 
then $132, Anybody was willing to believe 
anything that anybody would tell him. Shorts 
would take each other to one side and demon- 
strate . the wheat was not worth 
more than $115 by the wildest stretch of the 
committee’s imagination. The case, to re- 
view it, this: Mr. Oliver has 
been buying June wheat for some 
tbree months all together. He is known to 
have bought in St. Louis over 1,100,000 bus hels 
of June wheat. As June cametoa close he 
squeezed the price gradually upward until 
upon June 30, the last day of settlement, he 
ran it up to $l 42%. Had the men who sold 
shortto him closed at this figure he would 
have made an even $50,000, as the average cost 
to him was 28. But, instead ot 
settling, the shorts took refuge de- 
hind the rule of the Exchange regulating 
contracts, which declares that upon a differ- 
ence between buyer and seller as to the value 
of the article sold the controversy shall be 
referred to a committee of arbitration. Now 
the shorts argued that $1 32 was a false and 
fictitious value of wheat, the result of manip- 
ulation, and thatin duty to themselves and 
the best interests of the city of St. Louis they 
could not permit a man from Milwaukee 
to carry off * small tortune 
from the city without giving him a tussle for 
it. Accordingly they declined to settle at $1 32 
and after much vexation of spirit and violence 
of language the whole matter was referred to a 
committee consisting of W. H. Scudder, A. T. 
Harlow and Jerome Hill. These gentlemen 
labored with the problem, heard the evidence, 
heard the lawyers, heard the ‘‘longs,’’ heard 
the shorts,“ deliberated and debated, aud 
the result of the deliberation§wasg$i 18}. 
THB COMMITTEE 
sent a messenger Out at 12:30 for President 
Slayback, and, thatgentleman appearing, the 
sealed verdict was put in his hands. He went 
directly to the rostrum and the whole ex- 
change surged after him, every member on 
tiptoe with anxiety to know the result. Gen- 
tlemen,’’ said he, 1 no more than your- 
selves know the verdict; it is here, as you see, 
sealed. Here he tore off the end of the en- 
velope, drew out the enclosure and read:

The reading of the latter part ofthe report 
was drowned inthe tumultuous yells of the

the award, and a wait of a moment 
later to see if the committee had awarded any 
damages to the plaintiff for default, but as 
soon as these facts were definitely ascertafned 
the yell that arose echoed and re-echoed 


through the hall. It was fol- 
lowea at once by some very aud- 
ible hissing, and the meeting broke up 


almost as soon as it came together the mem- 
bers falling to the most violent discussion of 
the case. 

Oliver’s loss is put by his friends at $105,000, 
That gentleman himselt was not on the floor 
and hence could not be seen by a reporter, 
Mr. D. R. Francis denounced the award 
as outrageous and stated that 
case would beat once appealed.

Mr. R. 8. McCormick remarked 
that he bad nothing to say 
further than that he believed that those par- 
ties who sold wheat on June 30 for $] 32% and 
then defaulted on their contracts Were honor- 
able gentlemen. 

„And what will be the effect on the St. 
Louis market?’’ 

‘*Disastrous, I belleve. No man will come 
bere to trade whois treated in this way. It 
will break up the option business altogether.’’ 

Mr. D. P. Green said: ‘‘There can be but 
one opinion upon the award,and that is that it 
is ruinous to our option business. We may do 
this once, but we cannot do it twice, you can 
depend on that. 1 do not crisicise the com- 
mittee. I simply regret that our members will 
plead such a rule in defaulting on their con- 
tracts. They are acting like children.’’ 

Mr. James Meagher remarked that while he 
believed that the committee had a perfect 
right to act as it did. bad he been one of the 
‘*shorts’’ he would have settled at $1 32.

HOME RULE FOR ST. LOUIS. 

When the Governor of a State announces 
his purpose to use the metropolitan police 
system as a political machine for party ends, 
itis time for the cities of such State to de- 
mandthe repeal ofthat system and the re- 
storation of local self-government. The 
system which deprives city tax-payers of all 
control over the appointment and discipline 
of a police force whose entire cost they pay, 
has rested for public consent solely upon the 
plea that only by conferring that authority 
upon the Governor could the control of the 
police be divorced from the influences sway- 
ing our local election contests. It was urged 
that the appointment and control of the police 
force by Mayor and Council greatly demor- 
alized and impaired the pubifc service, 
by making those elective officers of the 
city aud the police force mutually 
dependent on each other for office or poal- 
tion, the consequence being that they became 
mutually the political servants of each other, 
the police electing the former and they ap- 
pointing the police, tothe great prejudice of 
good municipal government and to the great 
exaltation of bummer influence over the in- 
fluence of tax-payers and the intelligent and 
conservative business elements, Any em- 
ploymont or participation of the police, as a 
force, in politics, was felt to be an evil justi- 
fying the most extreme remedy, and this 
remedy was soughtina board appointed by 
the Governor of the State to choose, discipline 
and direct the city police. It was hoped that 
the Governor, an eminent citizen of the State, 
not identified with nor dependent on the 
trafficking cliques and rings of city politics, 
would respect the purpose of the trust con- 
fided to him and, for his own reputation and 
the public good, would firmly keep the police 
power out of politics and in the line of its 
own strict duties. 

If the experiment had realized these hopes, 
such a result would have been a strong case 
in point against the efficacy of local self-goy- 
ernment. For if the people who tax them- 
selves several hundred thousand dollars a 
year to pay a police force for enforcing the 
city ordinances and State laws within their 
city are not competent to appoint and direct 
that force or to elect a board to exercise that 
authority, it is difficult to hold that they 
are competent to choose any branch of their 
government. But this departure from the 
American policy of home rule, this introduc- 
tion of a distant central authority into the 
sdministration of strictly local affairs, has 
only proved that the French system of cen- 
tralization is no remedy for any of the evils 
our American methods have failed to correct. 
Behold the metropolitan police employed 
as a political lever in the _ cities of 
New York, Philadelphia and every other 
ring-ravaged city! At home we see the 
metropolitan police power wielded and di- 
rected in St. Louis by a Governor intent upon 
protecting the self- convicted felons af a gam- 
bling ring from the penalties of the laws they 
have violated—a Governor who publiciy de- 
clares his purpose to employ the metropoli- 
tan police as a party machine, and privately 
instructs his Police Board minions that they 
must use itagainst the better elements and 
masses Of his own party, to carry out his 
personal schemes, reward his personal ad- 
herents, punish his personal opponents, and 
gratify his personal vanity with indorse- 
ments procured from packed primaries! And 
when men of higher order resign rather 
than perform this very degrading and 
malfeasant service, we see him heading the 
new list of appointees with an ignorant 
primary hack and scrub politician of the 
DaN KERWIN variety. This man KERWIN, 
whose highest ambition is to carry a ward or 
have a primary ballot-box stuffed, and who 
can scarcely write his own name,is to-day 
the virtual commander of thestanding army 
of the City of St. Louis—the Chief of our 
Constabulary. 

No party can triumphantly carry the local 
odium of such work as this. Let no Demo- 
crat imagine that his party can condone or 
indorse it and be indorsed or trusted by the 
voters of St. Louis. For the party’s sake it 
must be disavowed and denounced, and for 
the city’s sake, in the higher interest of bet- 
ter public morals and good government se- 
cured by purer methods in politics, the repre- 
sentatives of St. Louis must go to the next 
Legislature pledged to wrest this grossly 
abused power from unworthy hands by 
the repeal of the metropolitan police law. 
The police power cannot be perverted 
to baser or more hurtful uses by any elective 
government or board of elty politicians. The 
latter would at least be responsible directly 
tothe citizens whose trust they betrayed, 
and to nobody else. The indorsement of the 
counties of Dunklin and Pemiscot and Bar- 
ry conld not suflice to sustain them in such 
outrageous diversionsofthe police fund of 
St. Louls. The Constitution of Missouri 


grants to the people of St. Louis a ple 


power to devise a better system of. police 


management than that which would end 


with the repeal of the metropolitan police 
law. Home rule is best, and affords scope |

THE WAR. 

The demoralized armed mob under com- 
mand of ARABI PASHA, the military dictator 
of Egypt, is hovering on the edge of Alex- 
andris. A small detachment of British 
troops had s skirmish with his rear guard in 
the suburbs of the city yesterday, but no 
organized pursuit has been commenced. The 
English arein full possession of the city of 
Alexandria, the better part of which has been 
sacked and burned. They found the dead 
bodies of 1,500 Arabs and gathered up 2,000 
wounded, Itisclaimed that the sacking of 
the city was done by the Bedouius exclusive- 
iy, and that in the process 2,000 people were 
massacred. The Khedive remained in his 
palace during the bombardment, but barelyt 
escaped assassination. Gen. STONE, for- 
merly in command of tbe Egyptian army, has 
espoused the cause of the Khedive and he 
has about him 500 faithful troops. 

As soon as a sufficient force can reach Egyp 
the war against ARaBI will be vigorously 
pushed. The London Times saysso, and Lord 
GRANVILLE reiterates that this will be the 
policy of the British Government. It is claimed 
that ARABI ia in rebellion against the rightful 
authorities and the war against him is to be 
carried on in the name of intervention.“ 
The strong arm of the pbilanthropic Bricisb 
Government is to be stretched forth to pro- 
tect the people of Egypt. In order to prop- 
erly protect them a perpetual occupancy will 
probably be found necessary. Greece has 
offered to furnish 7,000 men to aid in the 
charitable work of intervention, but whether 
any of the other Powers come forward or not, 
the work of chastising the rebellious Home 
Rulers will be carried on by England. It is 
presumed that ARABI’s straggling army will 
make a stand somewhere in Upper Egypt. 

Late dispatches from Alexandria state that 
fires are still raging inthe city. Arabs with 
torches are ranging about setting fire to 
buildings, but the best quarters bave been 
garrisoned by the marines from the fleet. 
Shells are being dropped occasionally by the 
fleet in order to soothe the raging rioters. 

Matters at Port Said ore in rather a critical 
state. The place is garrisoned by Egyptian 
troops in sympathy with ARABI. An English 
gunboat is inthe harbor keeping in subjec- 
tion an Egyptian corvette. An iron-clad from 
Alexandria will arrive there to-day. Gen. 
WOLSELEY, who is coming from India, is 
hourly expected there. 


| 
THE war in Egypt, if protracted, must af- 


) fect the market for cotton, of which Egypt 
exports annually about $39,000,000 worth. It 
has already increased the insurance on tea 
cargoes coming throveh the Suez Canal, to 
an extent rather pleasing to the New York 
tea merchants, who are carrying stocks in 
excess of the present demand. A long block- 
ade of the canal, together with the cutting 
off of Enugiand’s Egyptian cotton supply, 
would give American manufactures, shipped 
by rail via San Francisco and the Pacific 
steamers, a great advantage im the Indian, 
Japanese and Chinese trades. All the trade 
of Europe with the East would seek our 
Pacific Railroad route as the next best and 
cheapest, ifthe Suez Canal was closed or 
greatly obstructed. Moreover, the pros- 
pect that a general war may arise 
out of the Egyptian muddle directe 
attention to the grand opporiunity such a war 
would confer upon our shipping if “protec- 
tive’’ legislation had not almost obliterated 
our commercial marine. Such a war would 
ruinously disturb the carrying trade of the 
belligerent nations and naturally drive that 
trade to seek the protection of our neutral 
flag. But our navigation laws forbid the use 
of our flag upon any merchant vessel not built 
exclusively with American capital and pot 
owned entirely by American citizens residing 
at home. No foreigner can be interested 
directly or indirectly in a vessel without ex 
posing it to the penaities of these laws. Such 
discriminations would have prostrated our 
railroad, mining and manufacturing enter- 
prises as they have our ship-building and car - 
rying trade, and no calamity that can come 
upon other maritime nations cad revive our 
merchart marine till these laws are amended. 


THE suggestion made by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH the other day—that the State employ 
some of the money soon to be received from 
the General Government in paying the neces- 
sary expenses of its citizen soldiery—meets 
with the hearty approval of the Sedalia 
Democrat. It says: 

The money is not needed for any purpose by 
the State. Indeed, the State has a large gur 
plus on hand and has never before been in 
such a prosperous condition. Why then should 
not the citizen soldiery be aided with at least 
a portion of this money? We should then have 
ten citizen soldiers where we now have one; 


greater pride and interest taken in the mat- 


ter, and a noble military organization. Asit 
is, too much expense is involved in becoming 
a citizen soldier. How can We expect many 
of our young men to give the necessary time 
and aleo bear the necessary exponse? Now the 
State only furnishes the arms, accoutrements 
and ammunition. Why should not the State 
also furnish armories and bear the expense of 
annual encampments, eto.“ 


In St. Louis our citizens have, at their own 
expense, built a magnificent Armory for the 
use of our military organizations, but there 
isnofund for the maintenance of the con- 
cern. It will cost between $5,000 and $6,000 
a year to light, beat and clean the pbuilding 
and pay ground rent and taxes. The com- 
panies that occupy the buildiag are expected 
to pay this. The burden is too great for 
them, and unless the State comes to their re- 
lief some of the organizations will either find 
cheaper quarters or disband.

FOGS AND ICEBERGS. 


Vessels Reporting Perilous Passages on 
the Ocean. 
Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 14.-—Vessels arriving re- 
port very thick weather on the Atlantic. Tne 
Arizona, ofthe Guion line, met with fogs 
during the early part of the voyage. Ou the 
7th, when in latitude 44 degrees 1 minute and 
longitude 50 degrees 1 minute, an extremely 
dense fog settled down on tbe ocean. The 
engines of the Arizona had to be slowed up 
in order to decrease the danger of collision 
witb an iceberg or with anothér vessel. A 
very sharp lookout had to be maintained 
while the steamer was proceeding through 
the fog. The engines were kept slowed down 
for twelve hours, after which the fog lifted 
sufficientiy to werrant her proceeding at her 
usual speed. During twenty-four hours she 
made but 280 miles, which is a verv small day’s 
journey for this vessel. Capt. Giles, of the 
steamship Rhiwindda, which arrived from 
Cardiff vesterday, states that owing to thick 
weather the yoyage occuvied fourteen days. 
During the first twelve days foggy weather 
prevaiied the whole time. On the Banks f 
Newfoundland the foes were very dense, and 
the vessel was obliged to proceed at a slow 
rate of speed. A large iceberg was passed in 
this neighborhood. The ship E. C. Spicer, 
from Liverpool, had seventeen days of very 
heavy fog: after reaching the Banks. Retween 
latitude 48 degrees 50 minutes long:tude 48 
degrees aid latitude 50 degrees longitude 52 
degrees a large number of icebergs, mahy of 
which were one hundred feet high, were 
passed. The temperature of the air among 
the icebergs was 60.46 degrees, but the tem- 
perature of the water was from 38 degrees to 
40 degrees.

FEMALE DETECTIVES. 


The Opinions of an Old Expert as fo 
Their Usefulness. 


From the New York Sun. 


„Looking over the paper this morning,“ 
meditatively remarked an old detective one 
hot afternoon last week, while he pushed the 
mint aside to spear with his straw a big 
strawberry at the bottom of his glass, “Iread 
an advertisement that caught my eye, the 
offer of a highly educated widow to engage 
as a detective, and I’ve been wondering to 
myself if it can be the same widow 1 knew 
of once in a certain Western city 
who put up a job that I had to 
look into professionally. She claimed 
to be a detective, and a woman who wanted a 
divorce from her husband engaged her to find 
the evidence requisite. Her way of finding & 
was to manufacture it by entrapping the man 
into what seemed to be a very compromising 
situation with her, and having him surprised 
by witnesses ready ata signal from her. I 
Was engaged to expose and beat the little 
game, and did so. Perhaps this isn’t the 
same woman. Probably she isn’t, for that 
was fifteen years ago, not long after 
the war, and that woman was thir- 
ty-five then. I don’t regard women as 
good for straight detective work at all. In 
the course of working up a case, circum- 
stances may occasionaliy arise in which, to 
get at some one particular little detail or 
item of fact,a woman may be employed to 
advantage, and every detective knows women 
that he can get and use for such an occasion, 
but their casual utilization in that way does 
not make them deteetives. If I should send 
a boy into a place and tell him to notice if 
there was in there a person answering a 
certain description, that wouldn’t make 
him a detective, would it? Well, that 
gives vou a little idea of what I 
mean. Women are often employed as detect- 
ives by divorce lawyers, and are occasionally, 
by business houses, put on to work up some 
voung employe that they suspect is living too 
fast, perhaps on their money. For those 
things a smart woman, especially if she is 
pretty and bas no squeamishness about the 
sort of society she goes into or what she does, 
has advantages over a man. But I havenever 
known or heard of a woman doing any lead- 
ing or prominent detective work in the unrav- 
e ing of a criminal mystery. or the ferreting out 
of the perpetrators of a crime such as a mur- 
der, arobbery or a forgery. The women who 
have the mental force and power of concen- 
tration to do that class of work are rare, if 
indeed they exist at all, and do not seem to go 
into the business. 

„% Another thing: a woman who obtains the 
personal knowledge of and familiarity among 
the criminal circies that are indispensable for 
a good detective, almost inevitably ends by 
joining them herself—if, indeed, she has not 
actually commenced there—and is much more 
liable to be their accomplice than their be- 
trayer to justice. And that consideration 
leads me to mention another peculiar field of 
usefulness for the so-called female detectives, 
viz: as go-betweens or negotiators between 
thieves and their victims for the restoration 
of stolen property. It is not at all an un- 
common dodge for women emploved in that 
capacity to plav themselves as detectives. 
But, after all, the best place for the female 
detective is in a novel or a play, and Lotta 
was the best one I ever saw.“

Dogs’ Toilets in Paris. 
From the London Globe, June 23. 


There are 1,869 workpeople, male and fe- 
male, who subsistin Paris by making per- 
sonal decorations. and habiliments for pet 
dogs or otherwise paying attention to the 
canine race. The trade done by them is es- 
timated at a total of 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 
fraucs, or nearly a quarter of a million ster- 
ling, so that it may be easily guessed how 
great a commotion is caused among this sec- 
tion of society as often as the dog days come 
around and the inflexible rules of the French 
Police, as to muzzling these animals, are 
again put in force against their owners. The 
rage for dressing up canine pets has long 
prevailed in France to a much greater extent 
than on this side of the channel, and has as- 
sumed extravagant proportions. The Figaro 
gives some examples of the most notable 
fashions now to be observed among the fair 
owners. Almost every variety of dog has its 
own proper toilet, besides its own proper 
toilet-case containing the brushes, combs, 
sponges and other appliances for 
enabling it to be wasned and dressed. The 
ornaments suitable for 4 “boule.

Falling back 
in the funeral procession he took the son 
aside.

„% My father,” cried out the astonished 
man. Impossible! I have no father. He is 
dead.“ 

“No, no,“ replied bis friend, he is here. 
Come with me.“ 

Iu a few moments the father of 70 and the 
son of 50 years, each somewhat bewiidered, 
were in a long and warm embrace. For 
hours the two sat close together uuder the 
friendly shade of a neighbor’s vine-clad 
porch, all unconscious of the curious gaze 
of the country folks who had attended the 
funeral. 

Tne son, who has been in Philadelphia but 
once in his life, was pressed to pay a visit to 
his father’s house on Heas street above 
Twelfth, and when the crops have been har- 
vested on the Frederick hills there will be 
another meeting in this city.

The Chief Accused of a Lack of Energy 


in Assisting the Prosecution of 
Gamblers and Lottery 
Men. 


A few weeks ago it was rumored about town 
that Chief Kennett’s name had been found onthe 


bay · roll of the lottery company. A Posr- Dis- 
PATCH reporter, who investigated the matter, 
discovered the real foundation of this sensa- 


tional statement to be tne fact that Chief 
Kennett’s name was entered on a private 


memorandum book found, with other papers, 


in Lehndorf’s lottery safe, at 110 South Fourth 
street. The reporter, at the time, was denied the 


privilege of examining the book, the owner- 


ship of which Lehndorf denied, although his

Chiet Kennett was not in the city at the time, 


but yesterday heard of it and called atthe 


office of the Circuit Attorney, where Clerk Mc-

minutes the reporter was called into 
the apartment where the air was 
blue and heavy. Chiet Kennett sat 


at the window and McDonald facea him. The 


reporter took a seat on the sofa, when McDon- 
ald said: 

„Mr. Reporter, we want to ask you a few 
questions. Did you, in writing an article in 
the Post-DISPATCH of the Ist inst., ask me if 
Kennett’s name appeared on the pay-roll of 
the lottary company?’’ 

The interviewee answered in the affirmative 
and replied that Mr. McDonaid had at the time 
denied the fact that the Chief’s name appear- 
ed on the pay roll in the 
Circuit Attorney’s poseession. These quer- 
tions were evidently for the Chief’s satisfaction 
The book was then handed tothe reporter for 
bis examination. It is a small leather-cover- 
ed memorandum book, not a pay-roli, but 
purporting to be the property of C. B. M., 108 
South Fourth street,“ and containing the 
names of lottery men, policemen, who were 
indicted for bribery, Henry Lehnoorf’s gas bill 
for the lottery headquarters, household ex- 
penses, accounts dating from April, 1882, and 
anumber of names, among which were the 
entries, ‘‘Capt. Kennett,’’ in purple lead 
and a cramped band, identified 
Lehndorf's, and Pulitzer, 2920}Wash. ave.,’’ 
in black lead and a full round hand. The 
discovery of the latter name was made a basis 


of argument by the Chief to show that the ap- 


pearance of anybody’s name in that book had 
no significance whatever. To the reportorial 
eyes there was an Ommission after the second 
entry, which, if filed out, would probably 
read ‘‘to be assassinated,’’ for about that 
time several disreputable persons were found 
hovering suspiciously about the house at the 
above number. 

From this point a spirited scene which prom- 
ised a reportorial feast began, and it appeared 
for some time that revoivers would play a 
prominent part. Last night a earbled account 
was given to a reporter of the Republican who 
finds it to his own personal interests to be 
„in'“ with the Police Department and who 
fashions his reports according to the demands, 
regardless of the quantity of truth that is in- 
jected intoithem. A Post-DISPATCH reporter 
was a witness to the scene which ensued. 

Kennett—I don’t think the appearance 
of my name in that book has any significance. 
Any man's name might appear there. Pulit- 
zer’s name does, and I don’t know whether this 
is Lehndort’s book or not. 

McDonald—Just hand me that book. I 
think lean show you that it is Lehndorf’s 
book. Here is his gas bill aud this is his hand- 
writing. 

xennett—You don’t know how many hands 
it has passed through before you got it. I 
never spoke to him but to lock him up, and 
never saw his handwriting. 

McDonald—Yes, I do. It was found in a 
wallet in Lehbndorf’s safe, and has not been in 
anybody’s hands. 

Kennett—Well, I don’t think the publication 
of this, as it was given the POST-DISPATCH, 
wasright. The article stated that you gave 
evasive answers. 

McDonald—As the reporter will testify, I 
refused to say anything whatever about the 
matter. 

Kennett—These books and papers 
only known to Mr. Harris and yourself. 

McDonald—Yes; and we determined to say 
nothing about this until after the trials, when 
we intendea to hand it over 
you. You were not in the 
whén the reporter came to 
about this, and I refused to say anything. 
Whatever I did I am ready to stand by, 
did it in friendship for you. 

Kennett—If I were approached about a mat 
ter like this where a friend of mine was con- 
cerned,I would say, ‘‘Here is the book, exam- 


city 


ine it for yourself, and not make any evasive 


Answers. 


McDonald—I did what my better judgment 


prompted me and I still think I did best. 


Now, see here, to my mind the appearance of 


your name in these books would be sus- 
picivus. 

Kennett—Do you mean to Say 
you thought this indicated suspicious connec- 
tion with the lottery men? 

McDonald—I mean to say that the appear- 
ance ot your name here was suspicious. 


Kennett—You G—d d—d fool; you’re a dirty 


dog. 
McDonald flared up, and said: ‘‘I mean the 
publication of it would be suspicious to the 


public, and I don’t think you should call mea 


dirty dog.’’ 

Kennett—I didn’t understand you to mean 
that. If I msiunderstood you, I apologize. 

McDonald—I did not say you had suspicious 
connection with the lottery men. If I had any 
evidence or believed that you did, I am can- 
did enough tosay that I would not hesitate to 
make it public. I would not shield my brother 
if I discovered bim. 

Kennett—I understood you to say that, from 
the appearance of my name in this book, you 
thought I had suspicious connection witu the 
lottery. 

The question was then referred to the listen- 
er for decision, atter which the Chief admitted 
his mistake, and witbdrew the ugly epithets. 

The discussion waned here, but was renewed 
by Mr. McDonaid, who said: ‘‘There has been 
a growing coldness between the Police Depart- 
ment and the office of tne Circuit Attorney.“ 

Kennett replied: ‘‘If there has I don’t know 
anything about it.“ 

McDonald—Don’t you know that when we 


were trying to get the evidence together in 


those Cases we made several appointments 
with you which you failed to fill, and 
we asked you to come tothis office and you did 
not, and that we made an appointment to «ee 
you and you said you would be at your office 
between 4 and 5 p. m., and when we 
went down stairs you were not at your office. 
It was not until several weeks later that you 
sent the witnesses tous which, however, was 
just as good. 

Kennett—If there is any coldness between the 
two departments it is on this end of the 
building and not on the other. We have aided 
the Circuit Attorney in eve: y way possible be- 
cause we knew that to put criminals out of the 
way would lighten the work of the department, 
Can you say thatI was not up here te see Mr.

THE BARR SIDEWALE, 


Conflicting Interests of Property-Owners and 
Telephone Companies. 


Judge Thaver this morning in Circuit Court 
No. 5 resumed the hearing of the Julia Build- 
ing Association’s case against tbe Bell Tele- 
phone Company. Great interest is man- 
ifested in this fight as it involves 
the respective rights of proverty-owners 
and corporations in the use of sidewalks. The 
complaint of the Bar dry goods firm is, that 


the Bell Telephone Company proposes to 
burrow down several feet into the 
Sixth street sidewalk in fiont of 
tne Julia Building, for the purpose of 


placing its poles firmly on the edge of the side- 
walk. Inordertodothis it is necessary to 
disturb the basement walls of the Julia Build- 
ing. These wails extend to the outer portion 
of the sidewalk, and the space underneath is 
usea for storage, etc. If holes are cut in the 
stonework forming the outer basement wall, 
the Barr people contended that a leakage will 
ensue in wet weather. The authority to ex- 
tend the basement wall to tbe sidewalk was 
not specific, but it was understood when the 


building permit was issued that 
the usual custom ot property- 
owners making use of the space beneath 


the sidewalk would be tollowed. The Belle 
Telephone Cowpany is clothed with authority 
to erect its poles along Sixth street and as thev 
cannot be placed in the street or gutter the 
conflict with the property-owners naturally 
arises. Several well-known owners of real estate 
are summoned as witnesses, and the question 
of damage to basements from the erection of 
poles on the sidewalk enters largely into the 
testimony. The case is ably conducted by 
Geo. A. Madill, Col. Hitchcock and a strong 
array of legaitalent. It will probably be de- 
cided on Monday.
